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Correa threatens to expel oil companies 


Ecuadorian President Rafael Correa 
said Saturday that he is studying a legal 
reform allowing the expulsion of foreign 
oil companies that sue the country before 
international institutions. “If (those compa- 
nies) sue us, let them sue us...but they can 
get out of the country. I’m not going to let 
these oligarchies sue the country while they 
continue to exploit our national riches,” Cor- 
rea said during his regular Saturday report. 
The president said that this week he met with 
Mines and Petroleum Minister Germanico 
Pinto to evaluate the challenges facing 
those two industries, the contracts that the 
government has with domestic and foreign 
companies, and the lawsuits that some have 
presented before international institutions. 
He was referring to the complaints filed 
by foreign oil companies against Ecuador 
before the International Center for Settle- 
ment of Investment Disputes, or ICSID, and 
asked, “How is it that there are companies 
that are suing us but keep working here?” 

Oil companies have “filled their pockets 
with money” from contracts that in the past 
guaranteed them a price for crude of $15 per 
barrel on the average but only left $3 for Ec- 
uador, Correa said. The president deplored 
the fact that in the past the distribution of 
the extraordinary profits the oil companies 
received was never revised when the price 
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According to Correa, these firms “are not on 
the same level as the government... it’s not an 
equal-to-equal relationship”.

San Francisco, CA — “Lords 
of the Samurai, the Legacy of the 
Daimyo family” (Los Monarcas de 
los Samurai, el legado de una fa- 
milia Daimyo) la exhibición que se 
abrió la semana pasada en el Asian 
Art Museum, situado en el Civic 
Center de esta ciudad, permite al 
público ver lo que puede lograr un 
pincel, en las manos entrenadas a 
balancear una espada. Los Samurai, 
(los que Sirven) como se llamaba 
a los soldados profesionales de 
rango más alto en el Japón antiguo, 
además de ser entrenados en las 
artes marciales, eran también artis- 
tas, escritores y visionarios. 

La exhibición abre las puertas 
de una era en la que predominaban 
el honor y la perfección. Sus artefac- 
tos, fueron recolectados de la colec- 
ción de la familia Hosokawa, una de 
las más distinguidas en Japón. La 
familia pertenece al periodo Muro- 
machi (1392), que se caracterizó no 
sólo por su entrenamiento militar si 
no que por el desenvolvimiento del 
arte y la cultura. De acuerdo al Sr. 
Hosokawa, la tradición de su familia 
ha continuado sin interrupción a 
través de 26 generaciones por 700 
años. 

La exhibición incluye diferen- 
tes rifles pertenecientes al período 
Edo de Japón (1615-1868), espadas 
largas (Katanas), espadas cortas 
(Wakizashi) y espadas ceremoniales 
(Tachi). Banderines militares (No- 
boris), Estándartes de Caballería 
(Umajirushi), Franjas enormes de 
seda pintadas con tinta y acuarelas, 
representando escenas del Japón. 
Portraits de princesas y sus ances- 
tros, objetos de arte, una campana de 
bronce inscrita con nueve planetas 
(El escudo nobilario de la familia), 
que se cree fue fundida por Hosoka- 
wa Tadaoki (1563-1615), en honor a 
su esposa Hosokawa Gracia (1563- 
1600), una de las primeras cristianas

en el Japón. Lo más interesante en 
la colección es la vestimenta que 
usaban los Samurai que incluye seis 
armaduras de diferentes tipos, que 
construídas de pedacitos de cuero, 
para hacerlas flexibles y bordadas 
en colores brillantes, son dignas de 
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admirarse. 

La Sra. Yoko Woodson, cura- 
dora del museo, nos cuenta que los 
Samurai comenzaron como milicias 
rurales, pero que, más tarde se 
dedicaron a hacer actos heróicos y 
contribuyeron al arte, la cultura y la 
poesía de Japón. 

Existieron por un periodo de 
cuatro clanes: Kamkura (1185-1333), 
Muromachi (1392-1573), Moyama 
(1573-1615) y Tokugawa o Edo 
(1615-1868). El orden en que se 
catalogaban era el siguiente: 1) El 


Emperador, 2) Su corte, 3) Shogun, 
4) Sus vasallos, 5) Los Daimyos, 6) 
Los vasallos de los Daimyos. The 
Shogun, era el líder, delegado por 
el emperador para regir las tierras, 
El Daimyo (el nombre que utiliza 
la exhibición para referirse a los 
terratenientes) era quien regía a los 
Samurai. El nombre se deriba de Dai 
que quiere decir “vasto” en japonés 
y Myo que quiere decir tierra. “La 
edad de los guerreros”, como se 
llamó al tiempo en que existieron 
los Samurai, terminó con el periodo 
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“Los Monarcas de los Samurai” 


Meiji (1868-1912). 

Presentada por primera vez en 
EE.UU., la exhibición se abrió a 
la prensa con una recepción en la 
que estuvieron presente el Cónsul 
General de Japón, Nagamine Yau- 
masa; El Director del Museo de 
Arte Asiático, Jay Xu; el Chairman 
del Eisei-Bunko Museo en Japón el 
Sr. Hosokawa Morihiro: su Director, 
Jakeuchi Jun’ichi y su Curador Prin- 
cipal Abe Junko.

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Legends of the Great Cross of Huatulco

In the posh Huatulco resort area 
on the Pacific beaches of southern 
Mexico there’s an odd looking, 
pint-size church bravely trying to 
blend in with the surrounding luxury 
hotels, condos, discos and blocks 
of souvenir stores. You’ll find the 
church next to an exclusive beach 
club in the once-remote village of 
Santa Cruz, now one of the crown 
jewels of the resort. On the wall, 
there’s a fading sign well worth 
reading — because it explains how a 
few pieces of ancient wood on dis- 
play in the church link some of the 
country’s most colorful legends. 

One tale goes back thousands 
of years, when Mexico’s top god 
was a feathered serpent called 
Quetzalcoatl. He was a good god, 
the story says, and was beloved by 
his people. But he was too good (for 
instance, he hardly ever required 
human sacrifices), so his less liberal 
priests conspired to get rid of him. 
One day, they tricked him into do- 
ing something that today would be 
described as inappropriate. 

After that, he left town and 
traveled far across the eastern sea 
to repent. According to the legend, 
he told his people he’d eventually 
come back, and to look for a bearded 
stranger with fair skin. Years later, 
around the time of Christ — and 
here’s where another legend kicks 
in — Quetzalcoatl showed up on a 
beach near Santa Cruz. 

The story goes on to say he 
appeared in the form of “an elderly 
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Church of Guadalupe has a historical treasure inside. 


white man with long hair and a 
beard” and carried an immense 
wooden cross. He planted the cross 
in the sand (another version of 
the legend says it was the Apostle 
Thomas who showed up and planted 
the cross), prayed for a few days 
and then left. 

Since it was brought by a god 
(or an Apostle), the local folks fig- 
ured the cross must be a holy object 
and prayed to it for good fortune. 
Over time, the site became known as 
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Quauhtolco, roughly meaning “the 
place where wood is worshipped.” 
When the conquistadores arrived 
there in the 1520s, the site’s name 
became Huatulco in Spanish. 

By the 1540s, Huatulco had 
been turned into a port for Spanish 
shipments of silver coming up the 
coast from the rich veins of Peru. 
And where there’s loot, there’s 
pirates — and still another legend. 
As the story goes, when he wasn’t 
off pillaging, the famous buccaneer 
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Thomas Cavendish had a very reli- 
gious side. And he was irked by the 
still-standing cross on the beach 
because it was said to have been 
planted there by a pagan god. 

He tried to burn it, but it 
wouldn’t burn. So his men tried to 
chop it up with knives and saws, but 
they barely made a dent. He tried 
to dig it up, but it was planted too 
deep. Then he lashed it to his ship 
with long ropes, raised the sails and 
tried to pull it loose. That didn’t 
work either. Defeated, Cavendish 
settled for burning down a nearby 
town, then sailed away.

Concerned that others might 
try to destroy the cross, the regional 
bishop later moved it (perhaps with 
a little divine help, since the story 
doesn’t explain how he managed 
to dig it up) 1,600 miles inland to 
his cathedral in Oaxaca, the state 
capital.
